The  Production  and  Marketing  Administration  was  established  within 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  August  20,  1945,  by  order  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  thus  consolidating  under  one  head,  functions  which  had 
been  included  in  several  USDA  agencies.    Commodity  programs  are  now  centered 
in  the  9  commodity  branches  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration. 
Other  activities  of  FMA  are  carried  out  through  its  functional  branches  and 
staff  offices,  and  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 


Through  a  Nation-wide  system  of  field  offices,  most  of  which  are 
connected  by  leased  wire  facilities,  FMA  gathers  and  disseminates  market 
news  on  supply,  demand,  movement,  quality,  and  prices  of  livestock,  meats, 
wool,  fruits,  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry  products,  grain,  hay,  feed, 
cotton,  cottonseed,  tobacco,  rice,  honey,  and  other  agricultural  commodities . 
This  information  reaches  the  interested  public  throughout  the  country  by 
wire,  radio,  newspaper,  and  mail.    Daily,  weekly,   semimonthly  ,  and  other 
periodic  reports  are  compiled  in  leading  wholesale  markets  and  in  many 
important  producing  areas  of  the  United  States.    Some  reports  are  provided 
to  nearby  radio  stations  and  newspapers  by  messenger  and  telephone,  but 
most  are  provided  through  special  arrangements  with  the  major  news  services. 

Reports  are  prepared  in  the  field  under  the  direction  of  the  branch 
offices  in  Washington.    Each  field  office,  for  the  most  part,  covers  only 
such  commodities  as  are  assigned  to'  the  branch  of  which  it  is  a  part.  It 
reports  largely  on  the  commodities  in  its  own  markets,  although  information 
on  the  same  commodities  in  other  important  markets  is  included  in  its 


Separate  mailing  lists  are  maintained  in  Washington  and  at  each  field 
office,  and  all  reports  are  mailed  free  of  charge  to  persons  requesting 
them.    Requests  for  any  of  the  reports  issued  in  the  field  should  be  sent 
direct  to  the  address  as  given  in  the  following  list.

Statement  of  Loans  and  Commodities  Owned  is  a  tabulated  report 
showing  current  loans  (both  by  quantity  of  products  and  in  dollars) 
made  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  loans  outstanding  at 
the  end  of  quarterly  periods.    It  breaks  down  the  different  loan 
programs  by  commodities  (barley,  corn,  cotton,  fiber  flax,  flaxseed, 
grain  sorghum,  miscellaneous  seed,  oat,  peanut,  potato,  soybean, 
tobacco,  wheat,  and  naval  stores).    The  report  also  shows  the 
quantities  and  book  value  of  the  different  commodities  owned  by 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  at  the  end  of  quarterly  periods. 
Issued  from  Washington. 

Annual: 

Cold  Storage  Prospects  for  Apples  and  Pears  carries  an  analysis  of 
the  expected  storage  peak  for  apples  and  pears  by  States,  and 
includes  comparative  data  for  3  preceding  years.    The  report 
indicates,  on  a  State  basis,  the  storage  requirement  for  the 
apple-pear  crop  and  the  adequacy  of  cooler  space  for  these 
commodities,  and  it  points  out  where  space  congestion  may  develop. 
Issued  at  the  beginning  of  the  apple-pear  storage  season,  from 
Washington. 

Annual  Summary  of  Cold  Storage  Holdings  summarizes  the  monthly  cold 
storage  holdings  for  the  year,  by  commodity  and  by  region.  Issued 
from  Washington, 

Biennial: 

A  Survey  of  Cold  Storage  Space  contains  charts  and  tables  showing 
refrigerated  space  in  the  United  States  as  of  the  first  of  October. 
(The  last  survey  was  made  in  October  1945.)    Issued  biennially,  it 
is  a  complete  survey  of  the  capacity  of  all  cold  storage  warehouses 
in  the  country.    It  shows  the  amount  of  available  refrigerated  space, 
cooler  and  freezer,  in  public,  private,  and  semiprivate  warehouses, 
meat-packing  plants  and  apple  houses,  by  States  and  regions.  In 
addition,  it  carries  an  analysis  of  the  survey  and  comparative  data 
on  the  growth  of  refrigerated  facilities  since  1925.    Issued  from 
Washington.

Monthly: 

Marketing  Activities  is  designed  to  keep  marketing  officials, 
marketing  specialists,  and  the  general  public  informed  about 
current  services,  technical  research,  and  related  matters  in 
marketing.
